At first Cappel is said to hate de- 


nied to Deputy Hartupee that

AGAINST CITY 


Alleged neglect of the city of New- 


ark to make an improvement contem- 
plated in 1889 is the basis of a suit for 
$20,000 damages, instituted in common 
pleas court by John W. Tucker. His 
amended petition was filed Thursday 
by Attorneys Kibler & Kibler. 


The suit involves property at the 


corner of First and Main streets, now 
occupied -by the Tucker building. It is 
the contention of the plaintiff that in 
1SSS> the city engineer staked off the 
grade established for the alley from 
Second to First streets in the rear of 
the property.. The grade was to have 
been in accord with the level of the 
alley after it had been filled with 
cobble stones and otherwise changed. 


This improvement. Tucker alleges, 


was never made, but he. acting on the 
advice of the city engineer, erected 
his building to conform to the alley 
grade when it should be improved. 
During all the years succeeding the 
improvement, it is alleged, the drain- 
age from the alley has washed into 
his property, damaging it to the ex- 
tent fixed in the petition.

The first general demand for a Pa- 


cific railway was voiced in an inter- 
state convention held in St. Louis six- 
ty-four years ago today, when the 
project of a national railroad across 
the continent was unanimously en- 
dorsed. The scheme was suggested 
three years earlier by Asa Whitney, 
but attracted little attention until the 
gold rush to California gave promise 
of a rapid accumulation of wealth on 
the-Pacific coast Shortly after the St. 
Louis convention. Senator Thomas H. 
Benton introduced a bill 
into 
the 


United States Congress providing tor 
preliminary steps in such an under- 
taking. 
In 1850 ground was broken 


for the Pacific railroad by the mayor 
of SL Louis, but it was not until 1853 
that four expeditions were dispatched 
to survey as many proposed routes. 
These surveys cost 1,000,000. but noth- 
ing more was done' until 1862. when 
Congress, in the midst of civil war. 
provided for subsidies to begin 
the 


work. It was just half a century ago 
that actual construction commenced. 
There were two companies, the Union 
Pacific, working westward, and 
the 


Central Pacific, proceeding

SEN. POMERENE

Washington. 
Oct. 16. — Senator

ed statement explaining his i*>sition 
on the banking and currency legisla- 
tion now pending before the senate 
committee of which he is a member. 
He announces his entire sympathy

First, the Ohio senator says, he be- 


lieves that national banks should be 
required to subscribe

cent of their capital stock to the stock 
of the regional banks. Instead of the 
20 per cent provided by the Glass bill. 
Second, he says that in his judgment 
the secretary of the treasury should 
be the only exofficio member of the 
reserve board. The bill provides that 
the secretary of agriculture and the 
comptroller of the currency shall be 
ex-officio members of the board, in 
addition to the secretary of the treas-

the president, with the 
approval of 


the senate, with the provision 
that 


they should give their entire time to 
the duties of their positions. 


Senator Pomerene 
points out the 


need for legislation remedying defects 
in the banking and financial systems 
of the country and expresses the hope 
and belief that the present measure 
will fee reported to the senate at an 
early date and enacted into law in the 
near future. He carefully avoids any 
predictions as to when the bill will 
be reported or passed, however.
